Feb. 16—UP)—The 
first effect of the senate’s 
adop­ 
tion of the cruiser program is 
in 
sight. Informal proposals now are 
expected from London to limit na­ 
val armament. 
The determination of the naval 
group in congress to build a navy 
equal to that of Great Britain, ac­ 
cording to the American conception 
of equality, has 
brought 
results 
quicker than had been anticipated. 
The 
Washington 
government 
stands In the position of being re­ 
ceptive to any proposal for 
con 
ference but the naval group will 
insist on completion of the cruis­ 
ers and ether craft unless a defin 
ite program of limitation Is agreed 
upon. 
This docs not mean 
that 
construction will be 
delayed 
or 
abandoned while there are nego­ 
tiations. The failure of 
the 
last 
Geneva conference gave tt.e naval 
group their greatest momentum. 
Req* Has Begun 
Those 
elements 
in 
congress 
which believe in limitation of arm­ 
ament have been powerless to 
do 
anything because of the lack of co­ 
operation from the European side. 
Although there are denials 
that 
any competition between the Unit­ 
ed States and Great Britain for na­ 
val supremacy is intended, never­ 
theless it is rapidly becoming ap­ 
parent here that such a race 
has 
actually begun. 
The next move la logically one 
from Great 
Britain . Dispatches 
that broad proposals on an entire­ 
ly new method of measuring naval 
strength 
are 
being 
considered 
made a profound impression here 
today. Naval experts did not try 
to figure out what the British plan 
might be but they said that any­ 
thing which diminished the equal­ 
ity basis would not be looked upon 
with favor. 
Tho assumption is that the Bri­ 
tish will ask that the limitation be 
based upon a certain balance be­ 
tween countries enabling each 
to 
’ develop for itself the kind of ves­ 
sels best needed for itf 
particu­ 
larly problem of defense. Thus it 
might be that the United 
States 
could have more battleships 
than 
Great Britain or even more cruis­ 
ers but that the number and types 
of vessels in each class might dif­ 
fer. the theory being that each na­ 
tion will balance its own strength 
and that the total tonnage 
shall 
be equal as between the 
United 
States and Great Britain. Here is 
of course,* no official information as 
yet, as to the scope of the British 
plan, but something 
along 
that 
line would not be surprising. 
To Bs Thrsshsd Out 
One thing is absolutely certain. 
The disarmament discussion is go­ 
ing on much more vigorously now 
than before the 
cruiser 
program 
was passed by the senate. Up un­ 
til that time most of the talk about 
the reduction of 
armament 
was 
academic because it was believed 
abroad that the United States, aft­ 
er sponsoring the Kellogg treaty, 
would not increase her navy. 
President Coolidge has felt that 
the cruiser 
program 
should 
be 
curried out but that 
the 
funds 
might be appropriated in the fu­ 
ture whon tho budget showed 
a 
better surplus than is 
apparent 
fur the next fiscal year. 
While 
the bill which passed the senate 
provided for a definite three-year 
limit in which the work must 
be 
started, President Coolidge has not 
Included any estimate for the re­ 
maining four and one-half months 
of this fiscal year. This has arous­ 
ed the sub-committee of the sen­ 
ate naval affairs 
committee 
and 
the prospects are that a 
supple­ 
mental appropriation will be vot­ 
ed, because It is the determination 
of the naval group in congress to 
proceed with their program until 
reduction In naval armament 
is 
agreed upon and supported by pub­ 
lic opinion.

LONE EAGLE IS 
AGAIN DELAYED 


Lindbergh F o r c e d - to 
Land on Small Island 
Because of Fog 


Raleigh. N. C., Feb. I*—GF)—'The 
"Lone Eagle" tonight nested at the 
Hatteras inlet coast gnord station, 
awaiting better weather. 
Forced down on the beach fifteen 
miles south of Cape Hatteras this 
afternoon by fog and rain, Colonel 
Charles A. Lind berg added another 
to the anxious periods of search 
that have marked several of recent 
flights. For the second time in two 
days friends, officials and fellow 
airmen were given 
anxious 
mo­ 
ments when the New York to Paris 
flyer failed to show up in Washing­ 
ton on his return from inaugurat­ 
ing the air mail route to Panama. 
The colonel left Charleston, S. C., 
at 6 o'clock this morning enroute 
to Washington. He was due in the 
capital city about noon and after 
he was an hour or more overdue 
an intensive search was started by 
the government lighthouse service 
and other agencies. 
A check of eastern North Caro­ 
lina landing fields 
and 
coastal 
points brought forth little Informa­ 
tion. 
A yellow and bla.ck plane 
had passed over Southport, N. C., 
at the mouth of the Cape Fear 
river at 8:30 o’clock this morning 
and over Wrightsville Beach, east 
of Wilmington, at 8:45 a. rn. 
The 
Southport Pilots association office 
reported him flying northeast along 
the coastline. 
Lands On Island. 
It was not believed that he would 
attempt to swing as far east as 
Cape Hatteras, but apparently the 
low visibility overland and a heavy 
rain that started during the morn­ 
ing led him to 
attempt 
to 
fly 
around the storm. 
Coast guards­ 
men at Cape Hatteras first report- 
ad the colonel down 16 miles south 
of that place. 
Later they reported 
him at the Hatteras inlet station. 
This isolated point could not be 
reached by telephone, but at tht 
Cape Hatteras station and at thr 
office of the commander of the sev 
enth district coast guard at Eliza­ 
beth City it was stated that Col­ 
onel Lindbergh's plane 
was 
not 
damaged and that he would remain 
at the inlet station until tomorrow. 
The place where Colonel Lind­ 
bergh landed is an island 40 miles 
from the mainland. 
He landed on 
the hard beach at 2 p. rn., more 
than seven hours 
after 
leaving 
Charleston. 
Where he had flown 
in the meantime 
could 
not 
be 
learned due to abeence of direct 
communication facilities.

President-elect Hoover came out of 
the famed Everglades of Florida 
today impressed alike by its poten­ 
tialities as a rich farming region 
and the courage of Ite people in 
steadfastly refusing to surrender 
in the face of disaster and death 
in 
recurring 
floods 
from 
Lake 
Okeechobee. 
In going into the region yester­ 
day with Governor Foyle Carlton 
and at his invitation, Mr. Hoover 
found himself in the midst of a 
rapidly disappearing class of Amer­ 
icans—pioneers who look hopefully 
to him for federal ald in their un­ 
dertaking to reclaim a vast domain, 
called the last of America’s fron­ 
tiers. 
As his automobile passed from 
Clewiston, where he 
spent 
the 
night, to Canal Point, where his in­ 
spection ended, he saw upon all 
sides the work of rehabilitation 
’rom the havoc of the flood of last 
September which swept over much 
of the country, drowning thousands 
and carrying almost everything be­ 
fore it. 
Houses Not Rebuilt. 
The next president had his first 
real view of the damage done by 
the overflowing lake soon after he 
had left Clewiston, his automobile 
being forced to take a muck road 
after leaving the road hastily con­ 
structed to replace the fine state 
highway which had been destroyed 
by the rushing lake water. 
As the machine bumped along. 
Mr. Hoover saw here and there 
fields cleared and crops growing 
again in so incredlb’y short a time, 
but the familiar farmhouse of the 
normal countryside was 
missing 
In its place stood a brown ten* 
and frequently he got a wave ol 
he hand from the occupants. 
State forces are rapidly replacing 
he highways and the cavalcade 
if automobiles accompanying tht 
president-elect could use the new

career. 
So scorching was his attack that 
the long-awaited Reed-Borah debate 
on prohibition, the dream of those 
who love to listen to sharply turn 
ed forensic thrusts and countei 
thrusts, became a possible oratori­ 
cal treat for next week. 
At the 
request of Senator Borah the sen­ 
ate agreed to remove the limit on 
debate, but whether the Idahoan 
will decide to reply directly to 
Senator Reed on Monday was not 
fully disclosed. 
Threatens Exposure. 
The Missouri lx»mocrat contend­ 
ed that the Untied States is in a 
"reign of hypocrisy and can’t, of

SEN. HEFLIN 
IS ATTACKED 


Bingham Voices Protests 
Against Anti-Catholic 
Speeches 


Washington, Feb. 16—(>P)— Pro­ 
test against usng the senate forum 
for stirring up religious hatred" 
was voiced in the senate today by 
Senator Hingham, Republican, Con­ 
necticut, after Senator Heflin, Dem­ 
ocrat.

Hingham to debate in the Washing-

nored by Hingham, but he heatedly 
denied 
Heflin’s 
accusation 
that 
someone had inspired him to reply 
to the Alabaman. 
The exchange occurred with only 
a few senators on the floor. 
Bing­ 
ham apologized to Senator Heflin 
for stating that his speeches were 
‘int“ruled to stir up religious big­ 
otry.” 
Heflin had shouted: "That 
is 
untrue.” 
Hingham 
said: 
"I 
shouldn’t have said intended. 
I 
should have said do.” 
Taking the floor again after a 
speech of more than an hour. Hef 
Mn declared there "are some mighty 
weak-kneed Protestants hero and 
some mighty weak-kneed Masons." 
Hut when lie referred again to the 
influence of the Catholic church in 
the senate. Hingham declared that 
he had been influenced by no one 
and Heflin said he 
accepted 
his 
statement. 
Pennant 
Bill 
Defeated. 
Heflin opened his speech with the 
reading of letters he said he had 
received lauding him for his ef­ 
fort to prevent the flying of the 
church pennant above the Ameri­ 
can flag on navy 
vessels 
during 
church service©. 
The senate two 
weeks ago voted down a proposal 
by Heflin to prohibit this. 
The 
vote was 68 to IO. 
At that time Heflin contended 
that the church pennant was actu­ 
ally the “ Roman cross.” 
The Alabaman declared th at "if 
Herbert Hoover meets this Catho­ 
lic issue he will Im re-elected in 
1922.” 
However, he said. "lf he 
dallies or plays with it. the issue 
in 1932 will he Catholic or non 
Catholic control of 
this 
govern­ 
ment." 
Assailing what he described as 
the Catholic * penpushers” iu the 
press gallery, Heflin said they had 
denounced him for his attem pt to 
prevent the flying of th** church 
pennant ubove the American flag. 
He denounced Mussolini 
for 
his 
agreem ent with the Vatican and as 
aeried that "religious freedom lies 
in tluly ut tho feet of Mussolini."

have been held in the frozen waters 
by the current cold wave. Between 
the Skaw and Frederikshaven tw en­ 
ty steam ers were in highly danger­ 
ous positions.

As 
the pressure became great, there 
was a thunderlike crash and five 
minutes later a ridge of ice as high 
is a house was piled on the beach 
and pushed toward the settlements.

SEN. HEFLIN 
IS ATTACKED 


Bingham Voices Protests 
Against Anti-Catholic 
Speeches 


W ashington, Feb. 16—(ZP)— P ro ­ 
test against usng tim senate forum 
for stirring up religious h a tre d ” 
was voiced in the senate today by 
Senator Bingham, Republican, Con­ 
necticut, after Senator Heflin, Dem­ 
ocrat. Alabama, had completed an­ 
other attack against the “influence 
of the Roman Catholic church.” 
Heflin 
immediately 
challenged 
Bingham to debate in the W ashing­ 
ton auditorium next 
month 
the 
"propriety of colling of attention 
here to tho dangers which th reaten 
religious freedom.” 
This was ig­ 
nored by Bingham, but he heatedly 
denied 
Heflin's 
accusation 
that 
someone had inspired him to reply 
to the' Alabaman. 
The exchange occurred with only 
a few senators on the floor. 
Bing­ 
ham apologized to Senator Heflin 
for stating that his speeches were 
‘'Intended to stir up religious big­ 
otry." 
Heflin had shouted: "T hat 
is 
untrue.” 
Bingham 
said: 
“I 
shouldn’t 
have aalii intended. 
I 
.should have said do.” 
T aking the floor again after a 
speech of more than an hour, H ef­ 
lin declared there "are some mighty 
weak-kneed Protestants here and 
some m ighty weak-kneed Masons.” 
But w hen he referred again to the 
influence of the Catholic church in 
the senate. Bingham declared th at 
he had been influenced by no one 
and Heflin said he 
accepted 
his 
statem ent. 
P ennant B ill Defeated. 
Heflin opened his speech with the 
reading of letters he said he had 
received lauding him for his ef­ 
fort to prevent the flying of th e 
church pennant above the A m eri­ 
can flag on navy 
vessels 
during 
church service®. 
The senate two 
weeks ago voted down a proposal 
by Heflin to prohibit this. 
The 
vote was 68 to IO. 
At th a t time Heflin contended 
that the church pennant was actu­ 
ally the ‘‘Roman cross.” 
The Alabaman declared th a t “if 
H erbert Hoover meets this C atho­ 
lic issuo he will be re-elected in 
1932.” 
However, he said, “ if he 
dallies or plays with it, the issue 
in 1932 will he Catholic or non- 
Catholie control of 
this 
govern­ 
m ent.” 
Assailing what lie described as 
the -Catholic “penpuehors” in the 
press gallery, Heflin said they had 
denounced him for his attem pt to 
prevent the flying of the church 
pennant above tho American flag. 
He denounced Mussolini 
for 
his 
agreem ent with tho Vatican and a s ­ 
serted th a t “religious freedom lies 
in tlaiy at tile feet of Mussolini.’'

to­ 
wards efficiency in the homicide 
business. 
And the latest innova­ 
tion— lining six or seven victims 
against a brick wall and killing 
them all at one time— paves the 
w av for the use of heavy 
art ti­ 
lery, aerial raids and poison gas. 
Little has beeu done to stem 
the tide of progress. 
The public 
appears to accept the criminals* 
view that gang killings are of no 
importance or no concern of any­ 
one except the gangsters. 
This 
idea apparently is concurred in 
by the police who generally 
go 
through the motions of an inves­ 
tigation and finally excuse their 
failure to bring the perpetrators 
to Justice with the remark: "Oh.

There is something far

menacing and sinister hack 
of 
these underworld executions than 
the death of a few gangsters. 
It

these criminal organizations have 
a right to 
maintain 
discipline 
within their ranks by unpunished 
murder. 
Criminal gangs are organized, 
primarily, not for tile purpose of

gangs, but for preying 
on 
the 
public. 
Give them the authority 
to equip with machine guns and 
nil the other death-dealing instru­ 
ments of modern warfare, 
and 
eventually they will establish 
a 
reign of terror that will 
make 
stories of Attila the Hun sound 
like The Parade of the Wooden 
Soldiers. 
No better propaganda for Ohi- 
eago's criminal element could he 
devised than that frequently-ut­ 
tered line: 
"Oh, well, just an­ 
other gangster.**

the Irish are running them out of 
Scotland! 
So many of the kilted clan are 
deserting their

northern 
hills and so many O’Harras and 
Mulligans are pouring in to take

saying

*'ought to be a law” to stop it. 
And there are 
no 
half-way 
measures in their demands, which 
Include: 
Scotland for the Scots, peopled 
by Scots, ruled by Scots, no long­ 
er a mere Appendage of the Unit­ 
ed Kingdom, but a free, independ­ 
ent country like the Irish Fret 
State, with its own representative 
In the League of Nations, and 
connected with England only b? 
reason of the fact that they have 
the same king and both are mem­ 
bers of the British Empire. 
New Party Emerges. 
This is the latest development 
In British politics, brought to the 
fore by the formation of a Scotch 
National Party running its own 
candidates for the British Parlia­ 
ment to fight in that body for 
self-determination Just 
as 
the 
Irish Nationalists used to do. 
It has rather startled English­ 
men, who complacently Jest that 
the Scots come down from 
the 
hills to rule the British govern­ 
ment and to run the newspapers 
banks and shops of London. But 
latterly the men with the pleas­ 
ant burr in their 
voices 
have 
come to the metropolis demand­ 
ing that Scots be protected from 
the Increasing Irish 
emigration 
into their land, and that Scotland 
be given home rule. 
The first of these 
complaints 
was voiced recently by a deputa­ 
tion representing the 
Protestant 
churches of Scotland. 
They were 
politely, but coldly, received by 
the Home Secretary, Sir William 
Joynson-Hlcks, and the Minister

•Sir John Gilmour.

Cunninghame-Graham, a celebret 
ed writer and Scotch laird. 
It 
has its 
active 
headquarters

Glasgow, issues its own national­ 
ist monthly magazine and is pour­ 
ing forth literature. 
It expect? 
to run its own candidates for Par­ 
liament, who hope to 
come 
to 
London and fight for national in­ 
dependence. 
The nationalist leaders say the 
principle of self government 
is 
firmly established in the empire 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand 
and Southern Ireland

themselves. 
Even the small is­ 
land of Malta has self 
govern­

Every argument advanced 
for giving the Irish the Irish Free 
State they say applies with equal

w as then that posing for advertising photographs 
took on the guise of rn profession. 
A job of modeling today takes place some­ 
what like this: T h is Smith Dress Company of 
Somewhere, N ew Jersey, wants to make up a 
fall catalog for its customers— retailers who are 
scattered all over the United States. 
Therefore. 
it wants photographs of attrac­ 
tive young ladies wearing all 
the Smith Company line of 
frocks. 
These photographs are 
to appear in the catalog. 
A n especially nice sample of 
each new style of garment is 
made up at the factory, usually 
in size sixteen years. 
Then the advertising man­ 
ager of the company telephones 
a commercial studio in New 
Y ork to arrange an appointment 
for having the photos m ide. If 
he has a preference in models, 
he states his choice at that 
time. 
T h e studio telephones the 
models for appointments and 
arranges them so that the whole 
job can be done at one time. 
The advertising manager ar­ 
rives before the models with his 
load of sample dresses. A maid 
at the studio presses them neat­ 
ly and hangs them up in the 
dressing rooms. 
A ll good models arrive late. 
T h at is not because they are 
slow but because they crowd in 
as many appointments as pos­ 
sible. 
W ithin three minutes 
after her arrival, the model has donned one of the dresses, 
freshened her make-up, and is standing under the Cooper- 
Hewitt lights waiting to have her picture taken. 
I he advertising manager expresses his wish as to pose. 
In 
nine cases out of IO he could not be hired to leave the room. 
M odels and their posturings fascinate him because he does not 
get to watch a process of modeling more than four or five times 
in a year. 
The photographer makes his suggestions while an assistant 
hands plates to him. The model takes the desired pose instantly 
and her face assumes an animated expression. 
In a moment, 
two snaps have been taken (to be sure of one), the model has 
leassumed her ordinary facial expression, and is hastening to 
the dressing room to put on another dress. 
She is photographed in probably five or six different dresses. 
A second model arrives 2 0 minutes or half an hour after the first 
has arrived, and is photographed in five or six oilier dresses.

Unless more than half an hour has lx*en consumed or moi** 
than eight or IO pictures have been taken, the model receives 
five doliais. If the appointment is longer than usual, she may 
receive $ 7 .5 0 or $10. 
bor all posing in lingerie, bathing suits and corsets, she 
ceives $10. 
I he retoucher selects one negative of each pose, retouches 
it. and sends it up to tile room in the studio wheie glossy prints 
are made. 
I hesc glossy prints are then sent out to the customer 
to lie approved before the finished pictures are made. 
Occasionally a customer is dissatisfied with die proofs and 
wants the pictures retaken. 
I Ie may even want a change in 
models. 
Usually, however, the retoucher can take care of all 
deficiencies and cause the picture to be satisfactory to the cus­ 
tomer. 
Rarely indeed does a job with ex|>erienced models cause 
complaint. 
Quite often a customer has a pretty clrik or stenographer in 
his office who is quite willing to pose at no charge.

Right now it is a fad for wealthy 
society women lo let their names and 
pictures be used in advertising. They 
demand 
the

ostensibly to give to charities. 
It is as a stepping stone to more lu­ 
crative professions that photograph 
modeling has most merit, for one can­ 
not become wealthy at it. 
Once in a while you read that so 
and so is the most photographed girl in the world and makes 
$ 7 5 ,0 0 0 in a year. 
By a simple process of arithmetic you see 
the absurdity of such stories. 
There is a limit to the number of 
appointments one may keep in a day. 
Besides, it might be rather 
difficult to prove who is the most photographed girl in the world. 
A very good model in a very busy season might make $ 6 0 0 
week. 
But she could by no means average so much. 
N o 
model is busy constantly and seasons are irregular— sometimes 
rushing, sometimes excessively dull. 
When the season s catalogs 
are being made up. studios and models are busy. 
A t other tiroes 
they have little to do. 
Posing for advertising photographs is. so far as the models are 
concerned, somewhat like playing in the movies. 
T h e models 
who have, by their beauty and experience, made names for them­ 
selves about the studios do not lack employment during the busy 
seasons. 
But those lesser lights— who might be placed in the category 
cf “ extras’’— take such occasional jobs as they are able to 
pick up. 
In certain cases it is necessary for these models to 
augment their incomes by doing other work during the slack 
season.

O D E L S are in demand socially just as any other attrac­ 
tive people are in demand. 
They may receive a few 
harmless mash notes from strangers and a few of them 
may marry millionaires. 
But their private affairs are rarely 
aired as are those of the musical comedy and movie stars. 
Perhaps there’s nothing to air, for photographers’ models do 
lead comparatively quiet lives. 
They make much less money 
than musical comedy or movie stars and are usually kept too busy 
figuring ways and means to become erratic. 
Neither do they dare to dissipate or to lose much sleep. 
The 
camera is merciless and, if they expect to be in demand, they 
must realize the value of health in their profession. 
W ait until the days when color photography becomes practical 
and photographs will picture not only the features of models

but their coloring as well. 
W hat fun then to compare the coro-

W ashington (N EA )— If Colon­ 
el Lindbergh’s recommendations 
concerning aviation 
carry 
any 
particular w’eight in Congress, the 
Furlow bill to recognize the serv­ 
ices and risks of army aviators by 
a better promotion system, prob­ 
ably will become a law 
at 
this 
session. 
Officers 
of

throughout the country are

tensely Interested in the bill.

is threatened that a considerable 
number of them will resign and

come more so as safety appliances

Also, the 
physical strain on an Army pilot 
In carrying out military missions 
is not comparable to that of com­ 
mercial transportation. 
It is of 
utmost necessity at the

time to take steps toward build­ 
ing up the morale of our air corps 
if we expect to maintain its past 
standard of 
efficiency. 
Rank 
commensurate with command is

importance. 
Unless 
steps are taken

present situation we

lose 
many more of our officers in the 
near future. 
In my opinion a 
separate promotion list will ac­ 
complish much in building up an 
efficient air corps in the United 
States.
